and Bismarck again could strut the earth 
and compare notes, study the changes ef- 
fected on.the map of Europe in the last 
century; and especially the draughtsman 
ship of the post-Anschluss period, they would 
probably fall on one another’s‘necks and 
confess they had been mere pikers.

“It seems reasonable to assert 
that the employment reserve for 
Canada will not be safe unless it 
is part of at least a $1,000,000,000 
program in the first postwar 
year.” 

Introducing the subject of un 
employment in his report, Dr 
Marsh said: 

“The only basic answer to un 
employment is employment—not 
any kind of work, it is true, but 
é@mployment carrying a reason 
able level of remuneration and 
reasonably satisfactory working 
conditions. 


“The first positive measure tni 


providing social security, there- 
fore, is a program which will 
make work available or, in other 
words, which will offer wages 
rather than subsistence mainten- 
ance to the farthest extent to 
which it is possibile.” 

Units which make up the total 
postwar employment program 
must be justified by their -eco- 
nomic merits and social benefits, 
Dr. Marsh said. 

“More systematic and most re 
sponsible protection and utiliza- 
tion of Canadian national 
sources, In forests, mines, water 
and soil, must obviously be in the 
forefront of these programs .. .
